Is it not {till moft of all Incredible, 
that the Adverfaries of the Chriftian 
Religion before Philoftratws fhould 
pretend no Advantage from any of 
thefe things againtt it. 


Dion Caffivs, who lived under Se- 
werus Alexander, after the writing of 
Apollonius s Life by Philoffratus, men- 
tions that of Apollonins as well as 
other Prodigies. attending Domitian’s 

Death, yet he differs in the Relation 
from Philofiratus , being uncertain 
whether Apollowius was then at Ephe- 
fus, or fomewhere élle ; but is very 
pofitive that being in fome place at 
a great diftance he perceived Dowi- 
tian killed at Rome; this, he fays, 
was fo, tho’ it fhould be never fo 
often denied: Which is a fign that 
_ this was but little credited in Diow’s - 
time. Philofiratus doth not agree 
in his Account of Dowitians Death

‘in Knowledge, as far as India and 

Ethiopia : There is nothing of all 

thefe fine Difcoveries in Natural 

Hiftory, but what he might with 

much lefs Trouble have had from 

his own Invention, or from the 

Greek Authors ; from whence in- 

| deed di loftratus had them, and then 
| he 
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he fent Apollonius about the World 
to make Difcoveries, to give him an 


Opportunity of writing them. 


The Life of Apollonius was only 
an Exercile of Philoftraius’s Wit and 
Invention ; he lay before .under-a 
very ill Character, as it appears 
from Lucian, and ‘from Philoftratus 
himfelf, who is fo often endeavour-. 
ing to remove from him. the. Sufpi- 
cion of Magick. . 

But Philoftr atus refolved, je fhould | 
be a compleat Philofopher, beyond © 
any, that the World had ever known. 
before; that he fhould know. all 
things, be able to do all things, . 
fhould travel into the remoteft Re-- 
gions; and whatever Pbiloftratus 
could read or think of, he lavifh'd. 
it all upon his wonderful Apollonius. 
And this he performed. after the 


manner of the Sophifts, fo profule- 
. ly and negligently, that Hierocles 


feems to have been the frft Author, 
that ever miflook the Life of Apollo- 7 
wins from true Hiftory ; and it is 

great 
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great wonder, he fhould not be the 
daft, when Exfebins had fo fully ex- 
pofed his Folly in it. And as the 
Perfon of eminent Learning before- 
mentioned obferves, no Man but 
one perfectly blinded with Preju- 
dice and Malice, or with Ambition 
and Covetoufnefs could have writ- 
ten in fo extravagant a manner and 


with fo vain an Endeavour, as Hie- 


yocles did, when fays he, I cannot 


think any Learned Man in his Age, 


being asked of all the Writers, whofe 


Works were then extant, which was 
the greateft Lyar? Would name any 
other thaw Philoftratus. J au Jure, 
he could not, if he would speak im- 
partially. . 


II. Tho’ the Account, which PA;- 


| offratus has given of Apollonius Tya- 
“meus were granted to be as true, as 
it is certainly falfe: Yet it would 
not ferve the Defign for which the 
Enemies of Chriftianity produce it. 


There is nothing, which is necefla- 


rily required and expected in a Per- 
| fon, who comes with a Divine 
_ Power 
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Power and Authority to eftablifh 
Religion, but it was evidently want- 
ing in Apollonius, as Philoftratus has 

_ defcribed him. His Miracles, his 
Prophecies, and his Doëtrines were 
very far from being fuch as they 
ought to have been, if the Pre- 
tences of our Adverfaries had any 
Foundation of Truth to Bede 
them.

But I fhall fhew the. Defe& of his 
Miracles alfo in other refpedts. The.

ful, whether fouse Spark of Life

He is reported to have vanifhed 
from the Prefence of Domitian at 


his Tryal ; but how incredible this - 


is, has been already noted. How- 


ever, let us fuppofe at prefent, that | 


the Authority of Damis is to be held 
unqueftionable, and that Philoftratus 
is more to be regarded, than all 
other Authors, who lived before 
him, and at the very time when 
thefe Wonders ate {aid to have been, 
and whom it concerned to take no- 
tice of them; let us for once rély 
upon thé fole Credit of Philoffratwr, 
and allow his Fables for Truth: Yet 
the Doëtrine of Apolonius being falfe 
and wicked, his Wonders muüft be 
-afcribed to another Power, than 
that of God. We are not able to 
know, how far the Diabolical Arts 
of Magick may reach, and one Ac- 
‘cufation brought againft Apolloniys 
was his being guilty of the Practice 
of thefe Arts. And his own way 
of Reafoning, which he is faid to 
have ufed to Domitian, overthrows 
whatever can be pretended in Affer- 
tion of a Divine Power enabling 

S him 
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him to work thefe Miracles. When 


the Emperor commanded him to be 
bound ; If you think me to be a 
Magician, fays Apollonius, how will 
you bind me? But if you can bind 
me, how. can you believe me to be 
a Magician 3 > In like manner, as Ex- 
febins has obferved, it may be argued 
againft Apollonius : If you be not a 
Magician, how did you caufe the 
Fetter to fall from your Leg? If 


_ you did caufe it to fall off, how 


are. you no Magician > And if it be 
an Argument, that he was no Ma- 
gician, becaufe he could. be brought 
to his Tryals.it is as good an Ar- 
gument, that he was à Magician, 

becaufe he. vanifhed. out of the 
LOUE.

8. As little can be {aid for Apollonius 
in refpect of Prophecies as of Mira- 
cles. It is not pretended, that there 
Were any former Prophecies concern- 


ing him, unlefS the idle Story of ~ 


Protens’s appearing to his Mother 
mutt be taken for one, and the Omen 
of the finging of Swans at his Birth 
be drawn in for another. And 


whatever Pretence he may have to : 


the Title of a Prophet himfelf, it 
was only by his Knowledge of things 
paft, or faid by him to have been 
paft; as what Bodies the Souls of 
Men, or Beafts had before informed, 
and what had been done by them: 
Or by his Knowledge of things then 


in Agitation, as of the Death of 


Domitian a while before he was kil- 
led; or of things at the very time 
of Action, as his knowing at Ephe- 
fus, the Time when Domitian was 
fet upon, and ftabbed at Rome. 
His pretended Knowledge of the 
Tranfmigration of his own Soul and 
of .the Soul of others into Men or 
Beafts, has nothing to fupport it, 
but all the Arguments againft it, 
F 2 which 
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which can be brought againft fo abs- 


furd an Hypothelis. And fuppofing 


them true, there is nothing in the 
Knowledge of things pat, or ready. 


for Action, or in actual Performance, 
but what the Devil might difcover 
to him. The Devil may know the 
Secret Hiftory of paft Ages, he may 
know what is deligned and attem- 
pted to be done, and with what | 
Succefs, and he may know, what 
Men are doing in very diftant Pla- 
ces; and what he knew, he might 
difcover to Apollonius. 

The Divine Miffion of a Prophet 
muft be confirmed. not only by the. 
Events of the things fpoken of by 
him; but by the Truth of his Doëtrines 
as well as: of the Events : For many. 
things may come to pais by chance, 
and many more by the Information 
and Suggeftion of Evil Spirits. 

Whatever Opinion we have there-. 
fore of theHiftory of the Life of 4pofo-, 


wins, there is nothing in it to warrant à 


the Pretence, which Hierocles former- 
ly, and fome, who are more inexcufa- 
ble now, would make from it. If the

Hiftory of his Life be a Fable, as it 
plainly is, there is no more regard 
to be had to it, than to other Fa- 
bles. And tho’ it were true; yet 
he muft have been an Impoftor. His 
Doctrine was falfe and wicked and 
neither his Miracles, nor his Pro- 
_phecies were of any Authority. 

This is all, which I thought need- 
fal to be obferved concerning Apoi- 
lonins Tyaneus. But becaufe the Do- 
étrine of Miracles is of the highelt 
Importance; I (hail endeavour to 
fet that, which I take to be the true 
and received Dodtrine upon this 
Subjeét, in as clear'a Light as the 
prefent occafion will permit, being 
perfwaded, that whoever attempts 
to remove, or unfettle the ancient 
Foundations, upon which the Au- 
‘thority of Miracles has hitherto 
_ftood, can never fix i¢ upon other 
Principles. A Miracle is a Work of 
the Divine Power, above the Power 
of all Natural Caufes, or difierent 
from the ordinary Courfe of Na- 
ture, in Confirmation of fome Do- 

étrine, which is agreeable to Natu- 
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- tal Religion and Moral Vertue. « 
All Operations in the fettled Courfe : 
of Nature are Effects of the Divine 
Power, but Miracles are the ffrenge 
Works of God, upon particular and | 
great Occafions, more peculiarly 
effected by himfelf,; though we may ~ 
_ not be able in fome Cafes to diftin- 
suifh true Miracles from falfe, but … 
by the Dodtrines, in Confirmation — 
whereof they are wrought. : 
When God has been pleafed to ~ 
fend any Perfon with Commiflion : 
from himfelf to inftru@ and reform . 
the World, Men muft judge of the . 
Truth of his Commiffion by fuch — 
Principles of Senfe and Reafon, as | 
are antecedent to Revelation: And … 
the Perfon fent approving his Com- - 
miflion both to the Reafon and Sen- 
fes of Mankind,- muft be received as 
commiflioned from God. Whenany 
Perfon by the Power of God 
. wrought a Miracle in Confirmation | 
of the Doctrine, which he was fent — 
to preach; the Senfes only of the ~ 
Beholders could give them Informa- 
tion, whether the Miracle LA as 
à ; we and 
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and without Deceit ; and they could 
be informed only by Natural Rea- 
fon (fuppofing they had received 
no former Divine Revelation) whe- 
ther his Doctrine contained nothing 
contrary to the Principles of Natu- 
ral Religion and Moral Vertue. If 
a Man teach true Doctrine in Points 
of Natural Religion and Moral Ver- 
tue; yetifhe pretend toa Gift of 
Miracles, when-he has none, he 1s 
an Impoftor-neverthelefs, and is not 
to be credited in thofe things, which 
he delivers as from God, beyond 
what Humane Reafon inftructs us to 


believe and do. And if his Miracles: 


be: fuch, ‘as that they cannot be de- 
tected of Forgery ; yet if his Doctrine 


be contrary tothe Principles of Na- 


tural Religion and Moral: Vertue, 
we muft reject his Miracles for the 


fake of his falfe Doctrine, and not. 
receive his Doctrine, becaufe his Mi-. 


racles cannot be found to be Cheats ; 


but-muft conclude, that: they pro- 


‘ceed trom the Power or Delufion of 
Evil Spirits, fince God would never 


impower any Man to work Miracles, —

Obferwations on the Life 
in order to feduce Mankind into 
Viceand Error. This will appear, if _ 
we confider I. That we are not able — 
_toknow, what the Power of Spirits 
over the Vifible Part of the Creation © 
may be. If. That the Truth of Do- 
étrine muft concur with the Truth 
of Miracles to prove the Miffion of 
one fent from God, to reveal his | 
Will. Jif. That when a Revelation 
isonce eftablifhed upon undoubted 
Miracles, it ought to be the Rule — 
and Standard whereby to jrs of 
all future Miracles. 

I. We are not able to know, what 
-the Power of Spirits over the Vifible | 
Part of Creation may be. We may © 
know many things, which they can- 
not do, but we are not able to know 
all, which they may do. We know, 

that evil Spirits have but a finite and ' 
a limited Power, and that they are 
abfolutely under the Omnipotent — 
Power of God: We may be fure, 
that they can never encroach upon 
the Power and Prerogative of God, 
nor defeat his end and defign in any 
part of the Creation: And there- 
ih fore 
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fore they cannot raife the Dead, be- 


caufe when the Soul is feparated | 


from the Body, God alone, who at 


firft united them, can command the 


Soul back again, and re-unite it to 
the Body. They cannot impofe up- 
on the Senfes of Men, when the 
Obje&, the Medium, the Diftance, 
and the Senfes themfelves are fitly 
difpofed for a right Perception of the 


Objet, at leaft, they cannot thus im 


pole upon all the Senfes together, 
and upon the Senfes of Multitudes of 
Men, continually, for a long time ; 
becaufe this would be againft the 
Order and Defign of God in giving 
us our Senfes, and would take away 


all Certainty ‘of the Perceptions of | 


Senfes. 

To act delat the eftablifhed 
_ Courfe of Nature, or above the Pow- 
er of ail natural Caufes, is to create, 
or to introduce fomething new,which 
was not in the World before, and 
can belong only to God himfelf. 
But the Courfe and Laws of Nature 
may .be underftood, either with re- 


{pect to the vifible part of the Crea- 


tion

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tion only; or with refpect alfo to® 


the invifible part of the Creation, as- 


it may act upon the vifible. One of the 


moft knownand certain Laws in the 


Courfe of Nature, with refpeët to the : 
vifible and material part of the Crea-. 


tion, is, that No Body at reft, can. 
Move, but by the Stroke or Imprefflion. 
of fome Body, which thereby lofes 
fo much of its own Motion, as is 
imparted to the other: But this ge- 


neral Rule has an Exception with — 


refpect to Spirits, which can put Bo- 
dies into Motion’; and can: impart 
Motion to them, without lofing any 


of their own Motion or Activity 3 and: 


thus it may be in many other Cafes. 


unknown. to: us. : Spirits have a. — 
greater Knowledge of the ordinary 


Courfe of Nature than Men can have, 
and may by applying Adives to Paf. ; 


frves promote and quicken the Natu-. 
ral Courfe of things, or by: with-) 
drawing Adives from Paffives they: 
may hinder or retard ‘the ufual effects, 
of Natural Gaufes. They may by fud=' 
den and unaccountable Methods do 


Fhings, which nothing but the Event 
could . 
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could render credible, and may fur- 


pafs all Mathematical Skill, the Ope- 


rations of Chymiltry, or any Human 
“Art or Science. © 

And if it fhould be fuppofed, that 
Spirits might make fowe Alterations in 
the ordinary Courfe of Nature, it will 
not from thence follow, that they 
may therefore make other Alterations, 
even tho they be /e/s than the former. 
_ Becaufe they att by a limited, as well 
_asa finite Power, and cannot pafs 
the Bounds, to which they are re- 
_ ftrained. The Legion of Devils, who 
_ bad poffeft the Man in the Gofpel, 
_ could not enter into the Swine with- 
out Leave: They knew it to be no 
Confequence, becaufe they had been 
fuffered to do that which was greater, 
_ that they might therefore do that, 
which was lefs; or that they might 
have the {ame Power over a Herd of 
| Swine, which they had had over the 
| Man. They acted but by Permiflion, 
| and a Permiflion is no Warrant to do 
any thing greater or lefs than the thing 
which ispermitted. Whether the Mi- 
ae of the Magicians of Egypt were 

real, 
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real, or Delufory ; they found a fud- 
den ftop put to their Power, when 
they leaft expected it, whereby they: 


“were forced to acknowledge a Su- 


preme Power, over-ruling that, by 
which they acted. Whilft the Magi- 
cians oppofed Mo/és, and the Conten- 
tion between them was depending, 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians might-have © 
obferved a manifeft Inequality, be- 
tween the Miracles of Mofes and thofe 
of the Magicians; but when the Ma- 
gicians had given up the Caufe, and 

were forced to defift from the Con- | 


teft, and to acknowledge a Divine 


Power in Mofes, enabling him to do | 
more, than they could follow himin 
doing ; there could be no longer any | 
occafion of Sufpence in any Man’s 
Mind; the Cafe was plain beyond 


_ Difpute, when once that Tryal was 


over, and'the Magicians were van- 
quifhed by their own Confeflion. 
And that it might the more evidently — 
appear, that they acted by a Power, — 
which was not only finite in it felf, : 
but limited and reftrained in its AG- 
ing by a fuperior Power, they found — 

them- © 
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themfelves unable to turn Duft into 
Lice,tho’ they had already done things 
which were much more oatest 
We are not concerned to know, 
how far, and by what Power, the 
Magicians proceeded with their En- 


chantments, in Imitation of the firft . 


three Miracles wroughtby Mofes ; be- 
caufe whatever theirs were, they were 
not able to ftand in Competition with 
his Miracles. The Magicians made 
fome Oppofition for a while, but be- 
ing forced to yield and give over, 
they rendred the Miracles of Mofes 
more undeniable, than they would 
have been, if they had met with no 
Oppofition. But it is impoffible for 
us to know, how far the Power of 
Spirits may extend over the vifible 
World, what the Force of their own 
Nature 1s, and under what Laws and 
Reftraints God has placed them, and 
therefore if the Magicians had ufed 
their Enchantments, when Mofes had 
not been prefent, there might perhaps 
have been no other Means, befides the 
Confideration of the end and defign 
of them, to undeceive the Beholders.

II. The Truth of Dodrine muft ~ 
concur with the Truth of Miracles, to : 
prove the Miffion of one fent from 
God, to reveal his Will. As Miracles 
muft- approve themfelves to the Sen- 
fesof them, before whom they are 
wrought 5 fo the Doétrine mutt ap- 
prove it felf co their Reafon judging — 
according to the Principles of Natu- 


ral Religion and Moral Vertue, be= — 


fore any one ought to be acknow- 
ledged as fent from God, to deliver 


bis Will and Commdadments to the 


World. Miracles are asthe Seal, the — 
Doëtrines are as the Coztents of the 


‘Divine Credentials: And a Commiflion 


from a Prince may be detected of For- 
gery, fometimes by a counterfeit Seal, 

fometimes by notorious Falfhoods 
and Abfurdities in the Contents, and 
fometimes by both thefe ways; and | 
a Commiflion is never to be admitted 


_ for Authentick, but when nothing 


either in relation to the Seal or the 

Contents can be proved falfe. So in 

the Commitiion of a Perfon from 
God, 
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God, there muft be Concurrence of 
every thing requifite to prove it true, 
and give Credit to him, that brings it: 
The Truth of his Miracles and of his 
DoGrines muft concur in the Proof 
of it; if either fail, he is a falfe Pre« 
tender. Not that God would ever 
grant a Power of Miracles to a Tea- 
cher of falfe Doctrine ; but the Falf- 
hood of the Doétrine may be difco- 
ver'd, when the Miracles are not dif- 
cerned to be falfe by the Senfes, but 
only known and concluded to be fo, 
becaufe they are wrought to an ill 
end and purpofe. 

But if the Do@rine prove the Mi- 
racles, and the Miracles prove the 
Doctrines, 1s not this to prove in a 
Circle, and in effect to make the fame 
thing prove it felf ? 

I anfwer: Doctrines taught. by 
Men from God, are either fuch as Na- 
tural Religion and Human Reafon 
teach ; or fuch as thefe do not, and 
cannot teach: And the Doctrines, 
whereby we mutt judge, whether we 


ought to receive a Revelation upon 


the account of Miracles, are the Do- 
 Étrines, 
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&rines, which are known by Human 

Reafon, and taught by Natural Reli- 
gion. But the Dodrines, which Mi- 
racles are wrought in order to inftruct 
us in, are fuch as only Revelation 
teaches, in the Myfteries, and Sacra- 
ments, and other Inftitutions of Re- 


vealed Religion. Men could difco- 


ver the Truth of the Operation of 
Miracles, not by the Principles of 
Natural Religion and Moral Vertue, 
but by the Senfes: Neither could they 
difcern the Agreement of the Do- — 
étrines taught with the Principles of 
Natural Religion and Moral Vertue 
by the Operation of Miracles wrought : 
to introduce Revealed Religion, but 
by their Reafon : And when the Te- 
{timony of Senfe concerning the . 
working of Miracles concurred with 
the Judgment of Reafon concerning | 
the Doctrines, in point of Natural | 
Religion and Moral Vertue ; this 
Concurrence both of Senfe and Rea- 
fon affured them of the Truth of the 
Divine Revelation, and obliged them _ 
to receive the Do@rines, which they — 
knew and believed upon the fole Au- 

thority — 


= of Apollonius Tyancus. | 
thority of this Revelation. The Con- 
tents of a Commiflion cannot inform 
us, that the Seal is true, nor doth the 
Seal neceffarily affure us of the Truth 
of the Contents (becaufe it may be 
fufpected of Forgery) But if both the 
Seal and the Contents be found to be 


true, they both jointly affure us of © 


the Authority of the Commiffion, and 

Jay all the Obligation upon the Per- 

fons concerned, which can be en- 
joyned by Virtue of it. 
We may indeed be impofed upon 
by Human Commiflions, becaufe the 
Name and Authority of Kings may 
be abufed, when they haveno Know- 
ledge of it, nor Power to prevent if. 
But God being infinite in Wifdom 
and Power, we have all the Certainty; 
which we can poflibly have in any 


cafe, upon the Principles of Natural 


Religion in Confideration of the Di- 
vine Attributes, that God will not 
fuffer us to be deceived in his own 
Name, and under the pretence of his 
own Authority, without affording 
certain means to difcover the Impo- 
fture either in the Miracles or Do- 
sie G  Ctrines

cur with the Gift of Miracles to prove 
a Divine Commiflion. For I amas 
certain that Murther isa Crime, as I 
can be, that none but a Divine Power 


can raife the Dead; and if any one 


fhould pretend to raife the Dead, and 
at the fame time make it his Bufinefs 
to perfwade the World, that Murther 
is no fin, I need not concern my {elf 
to enquire into his Pretences of rai- 
fing the Dead ; fince I certainly know, 
God would never give that Power to 
any Man, in order to gain him Cre- 
dit in teaching fuch Doctrines. 
Itisno Abfurdity therefore to fay, 


-both that if a Worker of Miracles. 
teach falfe Doétrines, his Miracles are — 


to be rejected as falfe and that Miracles 
confirm the Truth of Dodrines taught 
by the Workers of Miracles. Becaufe 
the Doétrines, which receive their Au- 
thority from Miracles, are not the 
fame with thofe, which are known

If. Whena Revelation i is once efta- _ 
blifhed upon undoubted Miracles it — 
ought to be the Rule and Standard, 
whereby to judge of all future Mira:

The Apoftle {peaks 
in nothing more pofitively and vehe- 
mently than in this, that no Gofpel 
different from that which had been al- 
ready delivered, was to be admitted, 
but rejected with Abhorrence. In like 
manner, and for the fame Reafon, if 
an Angel from Heaven fhould work 
Miracles to introduce and eftablifh 
any other Gofpel, he ought to be held 
accurfed, no regard ought to be had 
_tohim, but all his Pretences cught to 
| be rejected with the utmoft Detefta- 


tion. The working of Satan with all — 


Power and Signs, and with all Deceiv- 
ablenefs of Unrighteoufnefs, the moft 
{pecious and amufing Pretences to 
‘Miracles can amount to no more than 
hing Wonders; and we have all the 
Affarance, that they muft be fallfe, 


which we can have, that the Gofpel 


strue. And fince the Divine Autho- 
rity of the Gofpel cannot be difpro- 
ved, but the pour dation of God ftandeth 


fare, 
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fare, and he cannot deny himfelf; no 
Doétrine or Miracles in Oppofition 
to the Gofpel, or for the Advance- 
ment of any other Revelation can, © 
deferve any Regard or Confideration 
from us. es | 
_ fa great King fhould under His 
Seal fend a Charter into fome of the 
remotelt Provinces of his Kingdom, 
wherein he cautioned his Subjects 
not to regard any other Charters, 
which he knew would be fent among 
them under his Name ; forafmuch as 
this was his true and only Charter, — 
and the Laws of his Kingdom were 
like thofeof the Medes and Perfrans, 
that no Decree nor Statute, which the 
King eftablifheth, may be changed ; 
ought not the Subjects to reject any 
other Charter, that fhould be brought 
to them, under whatfoever Pretences, 
without entring into the Examination | 
of the Particulars contained in the 
Charters afterwards brought, or of 
the Seals put to them? And fince — 
this muft be fo in Commiffions given - 


out by Humane Authority; at leaft, 


if the Laws of any Human Govern- 
ment 
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ment could be fuppofed to be unal- 


terable : It muft be much the rather 
thus, when God has eftablifhed a Re- 


velation upon fixt and unchangeable 


Laws, and has declared, that he will 
make no Addition nor Alteration, but 
that this is the laft Revelation of his 
Will to Mankind unto the end of the 


World, and for that Reafon has cau- 


tioned and commanded us to look 
upon all others, which he forefaw 
would appear, as falfe, and upon the 
Miracles wrought in behalf of them, 
as Impoftures. 


We are as fure, that fince the Gofpel | 


_ all Prophecies or Miracles, which may 

have at any time been in "Oppoñiti ition 
to it, are falfe, as we are that the Go- 
fpel it felf is true, and nothing can 
juftify us in giving heed to them ; 
 becaufe nothing can invalidate the 
Gofpel of Chrift, who has forewarned 
us to difregard the Signs and Won- 


ders and all the higheft Pretences of 


thofe who would feduce us from the 
Belief of his Gofpel. The Doctrines 
there eftablifhed were to be the Stand- 

ard of all Doétrines for the future, 


and 
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and the Miracles there related were to 
preclude all Miracles which. would be 
wrought at any time to come, with a con- | 
trary Purpofe and Defign. So that what- 
ever the Miracles of Apo//onius were, they 
can concern Chriftians no farther than to be 
rejected as falfe, being wrought by a Man, 
who himfelf received Divine Honours, 
and madeit his BufinefS to teach and pra- — 
tife Idolatry, and to regulate the Rites 
and Forms of it, and recommend it to the 
World, in Oppofition to the Gofpel, by 
which the Heathen Worfhip is condem- 
ned, and was in great Meafure overthrown © 
by the Preaching of the Apoftles and their 
Difciples, when Apc/lonius endeavoured | 
to reftore it to its former Efteem in the 
World. | : 
I have fhewn that no Credit is tobe . 
given to the Relations of Miracles wrought — 
by Apollonius, and we may be affured that — 
no fuch Miracles fhall or can be wrought 
in behalf of any Religion contrary to the | 
Gofpel, as have been in Confirmation of 
it. But ftrange things may be done by | 
the cunning Artifice of Men, and things | 
much more ftrange and wonderful by the | 
Power and Subtilty of Evil Spirits, which — 
we need be at no pains to examine and — 
confute, but may defpife and rejet them - 
upon the Warrant and Authority of our 
Saviour in his Gofpel. a3 hae
